II. SUMMARY OF EVIDENCE 2 


Complainant 


|stated that while attending a beach BBQ sponsored by the 
|at a* Beach, four officers arrived, arbitrarily selected a young African- 

American female from the group she was with, took her backpack, conducted a “pat down”, and 
restrained the woman against a squad car. ^^^^H a PP roac hed the officers and asked for an 
explanation and requested the officer’s names and badge numbers, which they refused. 
took pictures of the license plates for the three department vehicles the officers arrived in and 
provided descriptions of the five officers 3 . ^^^^|did not know the African-American female or 
her name and could not provide any additional information. 4 


Based on the department license plates provided, COPA determined that the officers assigned to 
the vehicles were Officers ^^|Ench officer was interviewed by 

COPA. All five officers remembered their participation in the armed robbery investigation, but 
each denied ever performing a search, or pat down of any suspect. Further, each officer 
remembered crowds forming and performing security function but denied failing to provide their 
names or badge numbers. 

III. ANALYSIS AND CONCLUSION 

This case presents issues of fact that cannot be resolved one way or another. There are two 
competing versions of events from two parties that are equally credible. The versions of the event 
are inconsistent between the two parties, and COPA does not find that either version should be 
given more weight than the other. Additionally, there is no documentary, physical, or audiovisual 
evidence that may shed light on the truth. COPA therefore finds that all the allegations against the 
officers are Not Sustained. 


2 COPA conducted a full and complete investigation of this matter, including the interview of all pertinent civilian and 
officer witnesses, and the collection and review of digital, documentary, and forensic evidence. As part of COPA’s 
ongoing efforts to increase case closure capacity, certain cases opened under IPRA are summarized more succinctly 
in a Modified Summary Report of Investigation, pursuant to COPA Guideline Modified Summary Report of 
Investigation Template and Approvals, effective February 13, 2019.
